BRITISH BUBJECTSSEEK FRENCH ‘NATIONALITY.

Theagreemant haa aroused disaatis- 
fection in Anetralis, H.M.8, “ Pegaaua” 
reooatly returned from the islanda to Sydney 
where one of the offlcora, on being. interviewed 
by 9 Sydney Morning Herald reporter, . said ;

CHINESE RAILWAY FUNDS. 

Tho Straits Times of November 29th says :— 
There has arrived in Singapore, a Chineso 
official named Chan Pao-seng, arho comes hera 
as the emiasary of tho Chineso Government to 
induce tho. Chinoso resident in the Straits 
Settlements and Java to invest money in 
Chinese railways. His Excellency Chon, who 
is a Hokion, camo from’ Swatow, and has m: 
the Chineso Chamber of Commerce in Hill 
Btreot hig head-quarters, The railways in 
which Hie Excellency wishes to. enlist the 
finoncinl support of Chineso resident abroad are 
obiefly in the Provjnpo of Fokien, with connec: 
tions north ond ‘south into Chekiang and 
Xwongtung respectively. This is ao ‘district 
where the Chinese aro of an enterprising cha- 
reoter, aud it is anticipated that the trade from 
the verious excellent harbours on the Fokien 
seaboard to tho interior will yrow rapidly, Thera 
can be little doubtof the success of these railways 
~ ‘and indeed, of any tallnyt in Chine privided 
the diegrocoiul system of likin is abolished ; but 
without u thorough reform of China's system 
of taxation of goods in iransi!. flo succes of 
Woars informed 
that several prominent Chineso merchants in 
Singapore have alrendy subscribed’ capital to. 
these railways. 1£ this is correct, we hopo they 
havo stipulated for honesty in the promotion 
aud mavagement, and also for something more 
thau a promise that the native Castoms tarill 
will bo adjavsted tocauit the requirements of 
trade. If they have not dove sv, then we 
fonr that the- dollars subscribed in Singspore 
are following other: similar subecriptions to the 
“never, never land.” We do not donbt the 
honesty of purpose of our’ visitant, & ig 
}xcelloney Chen, Doubtless, his ‘credontials 
are atowa suxpicion, But it ix a singular 
phenomenon of Chiavse character that while 
they ore, with notable excoptions, stricUy honest 
and trustworthy in their individual capacity, as 
officials, in Chiua, and offen in’ corporate 
capacity, Livy are, to put it aa gently as possible, 
not above suspicion, Why is it that Chen has 
fo come so far afield to collect; money 2 What 
explanation does he give for tho failure of the 
rich Chinesn of Kwangtuog and Fokion to 
support his railway xehemes! 

A‘part ‘altogether from queations of honesty 
and of -the restricting offucts of extortionate 
native oficial, «there srises the question 
whether tha Chineso who toy with railway 
sohemes aro really fit to carry . them to 
successful concerns, ‘This is a point: that 
wil} suroly occur to, Straits-born Chineso, 
and to those enterprising and industrious sons 
of Sinim who hove acquired wealth in Malaya 
and tho ucighbonring Dutch possessions, Wo 


‘aie moved to refer to it, however, by the. timely 


arrival of tho interim report of the China 
1908-7, Here wa have the 
réeord of the. tartnous methods of a typical 
Chinese official, His Excellency Shum, the ex- 
Viceroy of the two Kwang. For no otherreason 
apparently, than because the British authorities 
wore anxious {o have Hongkong connected with 
Conton by rail, Shum sought. by ovory subter- 
fuze in his powor (to retard tho progress of tho 
line. A few days ago, it was announced that the 
agroemweut for the construction of the connecting 
ling from Kowloon to ( anten hanging tire 
for so long, had at last been signed, the 
announcement being made almost simultaneous) 
with Slium's departars and Chou Fu’s arrival}. 
Shum was not content with obstructing tho 
advance of the British line, He endéavyoured 
to soqure the prior construction of the short 
line from Canton to Whampoa, a scheme which 
would’ have damaged tho prospects of tho 
British line without onsnring much chanco of 
success for the ‘othor, Thoro is. ‘no 
reason, why Chineso, if they. can raiso’ 
the oapital and can . utilise. it profitably, 
should not have a.multiplicity of railway lines ; 
but blind hostility to foreign enterprise is 
criminally foolish, while the most conservative 
Chinese official must recognise that native linus 
are moro likely to ba successful if they con» 
nect with foreign countries and settlements 
where trado' is carried on than by running 
to. badly situated and litile frequented 
ports, We ara not ao certain that His Excel- 
Jency Chen is not the official whoadvised Sham 
to open Whaompes og a Treaty Port, tho object 
being’ to destroy Hongkong as the port of South 
Chins. If be, is identical with “FB, Cheang 
Pat-ao "referred to in the extract from. the 
“She Mau Po” of April 2nd, 19U6—published 
elsewhere in this insuae—then we would advise 
our Chinese friends ‘in the various porta of the 
Sonthern Ocenn to exeroisé tha most rigid care 
before’ombarking their capital in the railways 
of Fokien. The Chinexe of the Straits Settle 
ments and tle Federated Malay States, who.owa 
their successin life to the free and generous con- 
ditions under which thoy live, under the Briti-b 
flag; Will surely hesi{ate before giving financial 
support to a Chinese official who eudeavoured 
focripple the development of a neighbouring 
British Colony. :

Besides a very 
large railway station there should be, built 
houses in’ Luropean style, business premises, 
Government offices, godowne and wharves. All 
these should be carried out after the precedent 
in Shon Tung, where there is a treaty port 
opened by (hina) herself, where all nations are 
vat liberty to carry on husinsts, and their ships 
pan freely lie at anchor and bo loaded or unload- 
ed. The estimated cost of opening this treaty 
port, which will extend more than 30 li along the 
line of railway, will be between 800,000 and 
900,000 taels, including cost. of land and 
materials. At firat it was proposed to divide 
the estimated cost for this and tha railway 
into 8,000 shares of 100 taela anch, and to invite 
the Fokien and Kwang Tang merchants’ in 
the various ports in the Sonthern Ocean 
(ie. Straits Settlements, Australis and other 

laces) to take shares, But, later on, as 

iceroy Shum was in a hurry to get this 


done, H.E. Cheung took the responsibility |

in Alaska and. Siberia, ‘! his project, of course 
is nota new one, It will be remembered - that 
a similar scheme was discussed ten yours ago 
and the discussion ultimately led to Mr, Harry 
da Windt's expedition from New York to Paris 
by Innd, with the object of ascertaining its 
‘practicability, In the*book which ho afterwards 
wrote about his adventurer, Mr.-do Windt. 
treats. at some length of the proposed.“ T'ran 
Siborian ond Alaskan Railway,” and ‘ho “6 |. 
frankly sceptical os to tha likelihood of its over 
being snything more thanan epginsering drenin. 
He states that thoro aro two routes norogs Biburia 
to BehringStraits, both starting from the city of 
Irkutak, but the better, from a commercial point 
of view,runs first to Yakutskdollowing the-course 
of the Lena River, and thence in an easterly

On tho other hand, there are those who rogard 
ites a mark of the go-shond qualities of Western 
civilisation ands proof of the vigour of 8 nation, 
Those, argue that the law of mechanics is not, 
. applicable to businers, 60 that more speed instead 
of meaning pb loss of power moans rathor a rapid 
increase of that wealth which givos strength to 
all business, However true thia may appear 
whou thus’ casually stated, it will not bear 
invoatigation. The law of science must have 
some complementary baw in ‘business, as ia all 
else, and wealth, without ability to uso it aright, 
does not impart strength toa poople. Fortunes | 
gained rapidly .by tho individual have not 
proved 8 great ivcéntive to genaral progress. 
Horried speculation too often ends io disaster 
whioh Joads to the disorganising of soun 
busines, or, if successful, places wealth in tho 


administrators, Rapid manufacture’ means, 
frequently shoddy yoods ond cheapness ‘upon 
which uo uation can retain ber prestige, which 
is her trade strength. Speed iu excess always 
means a loss of dome great or useful quality, 
The preference given to hand-made goods over 
machine-mndg poods points to tha frot that 
thera is this complementary law in business 
matters aud that a gain in paco of production 
mrans & toss of quality or powor, Alertness is 
avother thnog altogothor and ubsolately apart 


from haste, stil! even speed ap toa cerlain point, 
is of more importance under modern conditions 
than great superiority of production ; bat the 
tendency now-p-days is lo sacrifice moro to'spesd 
than is demanded by the circumstances of true, 
and the good quulilies of quickuoss of thought 
and aution aro exaygerated into a blind ronaway 


of both, the goddess of speed demanding her |- 


sacrifices on all sides. :
